If the democrats were succeesful at 
the coming presidential election, some- 
thing like the Mills bill would be pass- 
ed, and if the republicans were success- 
ful something like the senate bill would 
be passed.

A terrible accident, and one that cast 
a sad gloom upon the political demon- 
stration of yesterday, happened, last 
evening, at 6:30 o'clock, just before the 
commencement of the evening parade. 
The large piano moving wagon of the 
Ryan Brothers was standing on Clinton 
street, near the fire engine house, loaded 
with fireworks for the pyrotechnical dis- 
play. 
In it were Mr. Robert L. Smith, 
the well known manager of the Academy 
of Music, and Lorenzo Bouse, who had 
charge of the fireworks display, and sev- 
eral other men. 


They had but just begun sending up 
the Roman candles, when the entire 
load of explosives were ignited by blaz- 
ing paper that started from the sparks, 
and instantly the aii' was filled with 
shooting fire. 


The men employed on the rear of the 
wagon jumped and escaped with a slight 
scorching, but Smith and Bouse were 
less fortunate. Both men were standing 
in the front part of the wagon and when 
the explosions began found themselves 
cut off from 
escape. The extreme 
height of the wagon sides—about six 
feet—penned 
them into a veritable 
f u m ^ e . 
Smith, with gi-eater presence 
of mind, or better luck, than his com- 
panion dashed through the flames and 
fell into the street tembly burned about 
the face and hands. 


Mr. Bouse attempted to escape but 
fell into the fire, and after being liter- 
ally roasted, was rescued by some of his 
companions. He presented a fearful 
sight with his entire body burned to a 
blister, his hair singed, and the flesh on 
his hands and lower limbs shriveled and 
blackened by the intense heat. 
He was 
taken to the City hos2)ital, and died at 
1:15 tliis morning. He has a family, 
and lives at No. 34 North Cass street. 


Both men had a host of friends in the 
city, and the sympathies of everj' one are 
with the bereaved family of Mr. Bouse, 
who will be ijrovided for by the demo- 
cratic committee. 


As an indication of the popular regard 
in which Mr. Smith is held it may be 
remarked that Mr. Hermann Berghoti, 
upon learning of the accident, at once 
di'ew his check in favor of the Aictim, 
while Dink Trentman, a life-long friend, 
surrendered a $50 note, and left instruc- 
tions to draw on him for $100 more if 
it was necessary. 
His wife, Mrs. Fan- 
nie Smith, well known in this city and 
also well known on the variety stage, is 
at Portland, Oregon, and expected to 
join her husband hei'e witliin a few 
weeks. 


The funeral of Lorenzo Bouse occurs 
Saturday forenoon at 10 o'clock from 
the residence No. 36 North Cass street. 
Services by Rev. J. C. Cook.

They wear the "pirabau," a shirt 
which buttons on the shoulder and is 
worn by boys also, bagpjy drawers called 
"chaukchoo," another pair called "shiil- 
war nezaukee," and a third termed 
"zeerjannia;" then they have on an 
"arkha look," only of a ditierent pat- 
tern from that of the boys, a little jacket 
of velvet or silk, often embroidered 
beautifully or decorated with gold lace, 
and on their feet they wear tiny slipijers 
and stockings. 
When they appear in 
the street, though, they must in addi- 
tion to all this put a loose wrap of in- 
digo blue called "chaddci, 
around 
them, covering the whole form, and over 
their faces they hang a veil or "roubaud," 
fastened behind their ears by the clasp 
or "chaprazt."

It is

daughters of the wealthy and i^owerful, 
to find a girl who can read or write. 
But they are taught to play on the lute, 
to overlook the servants, to pre] »are tea, 
coffee, and sherbet, and esjjecially to do 
fine needle-work and embroidery. In 
this last respect the Persian girls are 
:iuite superior. 
I have seen clothes so 
beautifully and tastefully embroidered 
with gold thread, and also raised work 
in silk and velvet, done by a girl of 10 
or 12, as I have ever seen elsewhere. 
From theii- 9th year on the girls must 
never go out of the liouse unveiled. So 
wills it the law and custom. 
They from 
that time on give all their time and all 
clieir thoughts to dress, and they em- 
broider and enibelliih so many "shal- 
war" and "zeerjannia" that it seems a 
puzzle how they can wear them all out 
in a life-time. A few years later they 
marry, and then they are shut up by 
iheir husbands, so they don't profit 
/reatly by marriage.—T/ie

True the republican bill does not at 


alloonformto the Tepublican platform. 
In that predooB decument it "was de- 
clared tnat the pari^'s purpose was to 
repeid all internal taxation—^the whis^ 
tax and the oleomai^;arine tax among 
the others—^before any portion of the 
protective i^stem shotdd be surrendered. 
Yet now we are called upon to sniren- 
der a very considerable portion of our 
protective system, and the whisky tax is 
left untouched. 
This little inconsist- 
enoy, however, is not suprising. The 
bill, so far as anythiug is known about 
it, is bad enough in in aU conscience.

Huntiiig in Bnrmah. 


One day, on crossing some rocky 
gronnd, we came upon an enormous 
boaconstrictor, lying under a projecting 
ledge, quite supine and in a state of 
apparent lifelessness. 
As in this coma- 
tose condition the snake is qxiite harm- 
less, we handled it freely. We could 
feel the bones of some animal beneath 
the distended skin. 
After the shekarrie» 
had cut oflf the boa's head, they ripped 
the body open and found a mountain 
sheep inside. 
It was not an inviting 
spectacle, as the body of the sheep was 
very slimy and presented a horrid, flat- 
tened appearance, showing that the 
bones were crushed. 
Our shekarries, 
however, thought differently to ui^ for 
they cut the sheep up and carried it to 
camp to cook for supper. 
They also 
utilized the boa as food, drying its flesh 
in the sun. 
How the snake evei man- 
aged to swallow the long horns of the 
sheep was more than we could conceive. 
After returning to onr tent after a 
heavy day's tramp in the tropical sun, 
with but little sport, I suffered intensely 
from headache and general prostration. 
My shekarry told me he would soon 
make me all right. He went off in the 
direction of a village before alluded to, 
and shortly returned, bringing an old 
and two young women with him. 
These 
people were professionals, who adminis- 
tered the "Hneightay" to all tired per- 
sons to refresh and restore them. 
This 
is a sort of shampooing, or, as it is now 
termed, massage. 
They made me lie 
on my right side first, of course clothed 
in scanty attire, and then on my left, 
rubbing" the muscles, cracking the finger 
and toe joints one by one, and pulling a 
tendon in the arm-pits, causing a curi- 
ous sensation. 
Then I had to Ue on my 
stomach while they cracked the bones 
of the neck and pressed and manipu- 
lated the bones of the skull. 
Fint^y 
they each walked on me, treading and 
pressing on my backbone from head to 
foot. It was a most peculiar treatment, 
but it worked wonders, I fell into a 
deep slumber which lasted all night, 
and the next morning awoke free from 
headache, refreshed, and vigorous. 


The whole secret of successful pig- 
sticking lies in the knack and practiced 
adroitness with which the boar is ma- 
oipulated. 
You must not gallop at the 
boar full tilt with the spear held firm, 
you would not be able to stand the 
shock. 
The spear would probably be 
shivered into splinters or broken off 
short in your hand, and you roughly 
hurled from your saddle on to the earth, 
where the infuriated hog would soon 
gore you to death. 
You m\ist be care- 
tul on striking the boar dsxterously to 
withdraw the spear by a quick turn oi 
the wrist as you gallop on. 
A skillful 
hunter will with one well-aimed thrust 
pierce the boar's heart, killiug him in- 
stantly. 
We managed to kill the whole 
drove, numbering seven, that morning, 
without any casualty to ourselves. 
The 
tusks are very handsome, and are made 
into a variety of articles, such as hilts of 
daggers, handles of hunting and carv- 
ing-knives, paper knives, inkstands, and 
candlesticks inlaid with silver. 
The 
workers in ivory carve with much good 
taste and execution, the figures especially 
being well done and life-like. It is in- 
teresting to watch these men at work; 
they squat on their hams, curving their 
limbs around and holding the ivory be- 
tween their feet, using toes, which are 
long and 
flexible, as fingers. Thus 
their hands are left free to use in the 
actual work of carving. 
They take a 
long time to carve any work of special 
im]X)rtance. A fine set of ivory chess- 
men, carved in character, each one a 
finished 
rejjresentative of the piece, 
often takes more than a year to com- 
plete. 
Some handsome sets have even 
taken longer. 
But time with Orientals 
is not valued. 
The workman is making 
his living and putting in his alloted 
span of existence upon earth, and that 
is all he cares for. 


Diverse Mine Salting. 


Mine salting has been practiced so 
frequently in Colorado that smelters 
and miners are extremely careful to 
whom they sell rich ore, lest it be put 
to improper uses. 
Hence it is a matter 
of some difficulty to obtain the salt. 
This was rather ingeniou.sly overcome 
some years ago in Leadville. 
A »alter 
wanted some ore from the Robert E. 
Lee mine, at that time the richest in 
the camj). 
He obtained employment as 
a laborer, and every day, after he had 
eaten his dinner in one of the drifts, he 
would fill his tin bucket with ore. 
In a 
short time he had the necessary quan- 
tity. 
Some miners who noticed the 
trick employed it to steal ore and were 
getting rich when the whole story came 
to light and they came to grief. 


It is a singular fact that not only have 
poor mines been salted with rich ore, 
but rich mines have been very frequently 
salted with poor. 
The circumstances 
under which such an apparent paradox 
would take place are these: 
Explora- 
tions are being made in some part of a 
mine and a vein of very rich mineral is 
suddenly uncovered. 
If the SuperinJ 
tendent has salt and darkness in his 
soul he is very apt to take a pick, dig 
out a little of the ore and fill the cavity 
with low grade stuff from some other 
part of the mine. 
Then he makes a 
discouraging report, apparently verified 
h j facts, and in due course of time pro- 
poses to lease the property for a song. 
If he is successful the vein is not long 
in being rediscovered. 
This trick has 
been played time and again all over the 
State, and in some instances the Salter has 
gone so far as to "accidentally" blow up 
a tunnel in which a rich find was made. 
Perhaps some ix)or wretch of a miner 
would be caught in the awful subter- 
ranean crash that shook the bowels of 
the earth and buried forever beneath 
tons of rocky debris but, such an episode 
M that never disturbs the even tenor of 
a true seller's 
way.—Denver Corre- 
gvondent.

"There is a rage for insect jewelry at 
this season of the year," said Ed Smith, 
of M, S. Smith'& Co., "that makes 
-quite a brisk business in that line alone. 
We have a full assortment of flies, bee- 
^tles, butterflies, wasps, and bees. 
I be- 
|lieve they are quite popular as bonnet 
Ipins and to fasten lace ties. 
Here is a 
;butterfly with four sapphires in 
its 
wings. 
The eyes are diamonds. There 
¡is a ruby in the center of the body." 


One novelty exhibited is a bar of gold 
on which four house flies have settled. 
The perfection of the fly is such that it 
is impossible to detect any difference 
between that and the natural insect. 
The body has a topaz center with dia- 
mond eyes, recalling the address of the 
spider to the fly : 
• 


"Tonr eyes axe like the diamond bright, 
While mine are dull like lead." 
Beetles—much affected by childless 
ladies—are made with closed wings ol 
carbuncle, showing a diamond back. 


A beetle in flight has four fins, trans- 
parent, cut-steel wings and the croci- 
dolite or tiger-eye body—a gem that is 
almost luminous. 


A spider with great, brown body of 
pearl, hyacinth head and diamond eyes 
was a very good deception. 


Diamond butterflies skillfully made 
to tremble with every motion of the 
wearer have long been admired articles 
of dress to be worn on the bosom or in 
the hair. 


The dragon-fly, with its beautiful 
changeable green-and-gold colors, and 
delicately poised wings, is worn in the 
most aggravating manner, as if it had 
stopped a moment in its 
flight. 
Great 
golden grasshoppers enameled in green 
are used to fasten shoulder-knots I and 
throat bands. 
The beetle and the bee 
are the most sought after by the weav- 
ers of insect jewelry.—Detroit Free 
Press.

and of the Continental Congress, and 
was Minister to France preceding and 
during the great revolution.

Washburn^ remained in Paris dnrini? 
the reign of the commune, the o;ily 
representative of any foreiiin gcv vr,- 
ment, so did Morris stay aloiio in Piii is 
during the "ted terror," the only f; r- 
viign miniiiter who darud to take the 
chances of the gnilUitine and mob. 
The son took no part in politics —tlie 
father was a bitter Federalist—out de- 
voted himself to the new field of enter- 
prise which opened uj) soon after his 
his l)irth. 
He became a great railroad 
man. 
He was one of the piojeet.îv.» <;i 
the Harlem Road and of 
JUinois 
Central, was connected witl. the Ne« 
Central and the rnie, and wa« a rail 
road president up to 1880.

When one considers the weather to^ 
day and the weather Monday and Tues- 
day, it leads to the conclusion that na- 
ture smiled on the democracy of Fort 
Wayne yesterday. 


The evening, too, was pleasant and 
the parade over the paved streets last 
night was one witnessed by the greastest 
concourse of people ever assembled in 
the city. 
Fire works, red lights and 
illuminations made the scene exceeding- 
ly picturesque. 
The veteran soldiers, 
the railroad hosts, the Hendricks legion, 
the Cleveland and Tilden club, the Jef- 
fersonians, the Thurman bandana club, 
the First voters of the various visiting 
societies were all in line oUvided by 
bands and drum corps, 
mak^g 
a 
splendid show and arousing the greatest 
enthusiasm all along the marching route. 


All this while three meetings were in 
in progress. 
Hon. J. A. Goulden, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., addressed 3,000 people 
at the south side of the court house and 
after being introduced by Hon. J. M. 
Barrett spoke on the issues of the day 
for two hours and a half.' 


At the Academy of Music ex-Senator 
Joseph E. McDonald an(J Gov. Isaac P. 
Gray spoke to as many people as could 
be gathered inside its walls and Hon. 
Montgomery Hamilton presided at the 
meeting. 


At the Princess rink Judge Thurman, 
Senator Voorhees and Judge Everett 
Bell spoke and people were crowded into 
the spacious hall like sardines. 


Hon. J. H. Bass presided, and after 
being introduced, Judge Thurman, the 
great statesman, spoke as follows; 


M Y F R I E N D S , L A D I E S AND G E T L E M E N — 
I am here to-night to speak to you in 
the plainest language I can possiblv use, 
I shall not scatter any flowers of rhetor- 
ic before you. 
You will not find in 
what I have to say any spread-eagles 
whatever flying either high or low. 
I 
ain here, God helping me to do so, to 
speak to you the plain, common truth to 
the best of my knowledge and belief. 
I 
am here to pve you such reasons as 
seem right in mv sight why you should 
re-elect Grover Cleveland president of 
the United States. 
[Applause.] 
And 
for the fiirst of these reasons I have to 
say that for the three yeai-s and a half 
and a little more he has administered 
the government of this government with 
such ability, such integrity, such cour- 
age, such patriotism that he is entitled 
to the good will and confidence of the 
American people. 
[Applause.] 
And in 
the second place I have to say that he 
stands upon a platform that commends 
itself to the consideration and approval 
of every wise 
and 
thinking 
man. 
[Cheers.] You have heard of the sur- 
plus revenue in the treasury of the 
United States. 
You have heard how 
only a month ago, or a little more, there 
were one hundred and thirty-three mil- 
lions of money that have been drawn 
from the pockets of the people and were 
locked up in the vaults of the treasury 
department, not one single dollar of 
which was needed for legitimate wants 
of the government, and although that 
surplus has been somewhat reduced 
since then by the purchase of bonds and 
otherwise, yet it amounts to seventy or 
eighty millions of dollars lying there 
perfectly idle, taken out of the chan- 
nels of commerce, taken outjof the wants, 
the necessities and the uses of the peo- 
ple. 
Now, there is not a man of reflec- 
tion in all this audience but knows that 
that is a grievous wrong. 
There is not 
a man here but knows that while it is 
his duty to contribute out of his means 
such sum as may be necessary on his 
part to maintain and cany on the gov- 
ernment, when the government takes 
from him more money than it has any 
necessity for, it does him wrong—a 
wrong that he ought not to forgive. 
[Cheers.] Well, then, that wrong was 
going on, it was increasing, until really, 
if it had not been stopped—it would not 
have been stopped if that brave man 
Cleveland had not compelled congress 
to consider it—[Cheers]—no one can 
foresee what would have been the con- 
tlition 
of 
this 
country in a short 
time; for, my friends, if that money 
which the people need in their business, 
if that money with which the business 
of this counti-y must be canied on, with 
which your 
manufactories 
must be 
worked, with wliich your crops must be 
cultivated and gathered and taken to 
market, if that cun-ency is simply buried 
in the vaults of the treasury department, 
it is a realization of what we are told in 
the scripture of the foolish man who 
buried his talent in the earth instead of 
making it useful. 
[Applause.] 


Now Cleveland stands on a platform 
which condemns such a policy as that. 
The democratic party stands on a plat- 
form tliat says, "Do not take from the 
people more money than the govern- 
ment needs. 
Do not buiy the money 
wrested from the i)eople by jjower and 
which 
can 
do 
no 
good 
either 
to 
them 
or 
the 
government." 
And how shall this he done^ 
Why, 
there are several ways in which this sur- 
l)lus can be reduced. 
General Harrison 
thinks it can be best reduced, if I un^ 
derstand 
his 
positiim, 
and 
if 
I 
misrepresent 
it 
I shall be 
ready 
to a2)ol(>gize, that the way to reduce it is 
to buy the outstanding bonds of th e 
government which are already at a pre- 
mium of 28 or 29 per cent. 
Why, gen- 
tlemen, think of that for a moment. 
Who would be benefitted by that? Who 
would be benefitted by a course of pro- 
cedure like that? 


If I were disposed to create feeling 
on your part, feeling of antagonism to 
men who hold those ^ n d s , I might have 
a little piece of history to refer to that 
would stir your blood. 
You remember 
very well that the 5-20 bonds were pur- 
chased with greenbacks when green- 
backs were worth but 50 or 60 or at 
most 70 cents on the dollar. You remem- 
ber that those bimds were converted into 
these 4 per cents, and you remember 
perfectly well that the first act of con- 
gress under General Grant's adminis- 
tration was to make those bonds which 
were payable according to the very face 
or endorsement upon them payable in 
greenbacks, to make them payable in 
coin and you remember that the effect 
of that was to send them up 30 and 40 per 
cent, in value. 
And you know that now 
they are worth 28 per cent, premium, 
which makes a profit to who originally 
purchased 
them 
at about 
^ 
per 


cent. Toa know that. 
And jet the 
theory of the republican candidate for 
the presidencv is that your 
money 
should be taken from 
your pockets 
without necessity, these bonds not being 
due until 1891, and pour tibis immense 
E 
remium into the pockets of the bond- 
olders of the country. 
Now, gentle- 
men, I am not going to play the dema- 
gague at all; Tam not going to say a 
word against these men who hold l^ese 
bonds, but I do say between them and 
the ha^d-working people of this coun- 
try I am on the side of the people. [Ap- 
plause.] I do not want to see your 
mone^ taken away from you to pay 
these immense premiums to men who do 
not need the money, but who have 
enough of it already. 
[Here Mr. Thur- 
man took out his snuff box, alluding in 
a humorous way to his habit. 
The ap- 
pearance of his bandana was the signal 
for an outburst of applause.] 


Now that there is too much money 
collected from the people by the gov- 
ernment, that there is a surplus that 
ought to be reduced, the republican 
party itself has admitted; at least its 
members of the senate of the United 
States have admitted it, for they have 
brought in a bill which they say will re- 
duce the annual income of the United 
States about $75,000,000. 
Well, then 
they admit that there is a surplus, and 
we say that it is an evil, and they by 
their admission that it ought to be re- 
duced, say that it is an e ^ too. 
But 
when we come to the question how it 
ought to be reduced, observe this, how- 
ever; these grave and reverend seignors, 
the republican senators of the United 
Stetes, do not say as General Harrison 
did, spend it aU in buying the bonds. 
They know very well that if the govern- 
ment were to announce its purpose of 
buying up all the 
and 4 per cents, 
right away that the premium on those 
bonds would go up to 50 or 60—that is 
on the 4 per cents. 
[Applause.] If, in- 
deed, there could be found anybody 
holding those bonds to any considerable 
extent who would sell them to the gov 
eiTiment at all, and therefore they do 
not say, "let us collect this money from 
the people, and let us pay it all out in 
the piu-chase of bonds." 
No, they say 
as the democrats say, "let us reduce the 
income of the govern ment so that there 
may be no further accumulation of this 
surplus." 
But when we come to con- 
sider their mode of reducing the income, 
and 
compare 
it 
with 
our 
mode 
of 
doing 
it, 
that 
mode 
which 
we 
prefer and 
that 
mode wliich 
they prefer, you find this most strik- 
ing 
contradiction 
between 
the 
modes: We propose to reduce the in- 
come by reducing the taxes on the nec- 
essaries of life. [Apjjlause. j They pro- 
pose to increase the taxes on the necessa- 
ries of life and reduce the income 
taking off the taxes from tobacco and 
whisky to a great extent, and in one in- 
stance from a necessary of life, fi-om sii- 
gar. 
Now, we say, give to the laboring 
men of this country cheap and good 
clothing. 
Give to them cheap tools for 
their occupation. 
Give to them cheap 
lumber to build their houses, 
their 
shops, theu- out-houses, their barns and 
their fences. Give them cheap lumber. 
The republican party says: "No; in- 
crease the duty as our bill projjoses to 
do, on the clothes that the poor man 
wears, on the clothes that his wife an<l 
children wear. 
Keep up the duty on 
his implements of industry, keep the 
duty on his lumber or at least make a 
trivial reduction, comparatively, in it, 
and thereby make the burden of taxa- 
tion fall upon him. 
[A voice, "I sjiy, 
no."] ["Yes, and so do I."] Now there 
is where we stand. 
We say, it is hard 
enough that the taxes have to be col- 
lected by means of a taiitt". 
We do not 
profess, we do not pretend to abolish all 
custom houses and all tariff duties. Wc 
know that it is a veiy easy way to (!ol- 
lect taxes and we know that it liad been 
followed so long, and so many indus- 
tries have sinning up, thiit it would Ix 
bad policy for our industries tt) abolibii 
it at once. 
We know that and then' 
fore when they say yon ai-a iicc iiaiicr.', 
if they know \sliat fi-ee t: :id.' lu. ais, 
they make an accu'^iiiioii ¡i^'idust u- 
has no foundation in fact. 


But yet we do not shut our eyes to 
the fact that the mode of collecting the 
revenue by the tariff is oppressive to the 
poor. 
When the taxes ai-e collected for 
the use of your goodly state of Indiana, 
for yoxir county of Allen, for your mu- 
nicipality of I'ort Wayne, you know 
how it is levied upon the iMoi>erty of 
the community. 
You 
know exactly 
what you have listed, what you have to 
give to the assessor. 
You know exactly 
upon what you have to pay taxes. 
You 
know exactly the amount of taxes you 
liave to pay, and the tax is levied upon 
the property of the land according to the 
time honored theory that the property 
of a country ought to pay the burden of 
taxation. 
But when tlie tax ct)mes in 
the shape, in the insiduous shape of a 
tariff duty how do you pay itf 
You see 
no man clothed in authority from the 
United States who comes and asks you 
for 
a 
tax 
list 
and 
demands 
so much money. 
No one (^f yoti have 
ever had a tax reeeii)t from a collector 
of custom in the United States, unless 
he were some man who imported gof)ds 
into the United States, and I do not 
sujipose there is one such man within 
the sound of my voice. 
You do not pay 
it in that way at all, but you pay it in 
the increased price that you give for 
everything that lias paid a duty and for 
a multitude of things tliat have not paid 
a duty, but the in-ii-t^ of which has been 
raised by the domestic; producer, as he 
is enabled to do on jiccount of the duty 
that is paid upon the impoi-ted goods. 
[Applause.] The importer brings the 
goods into this countiy for sale. 
He is 
met at the custom house by the officers 
of the federal government, who say to 
him, "Sir, pay a tax on these goods 
which you are bringing here, on some 
of 40, 50, or it may be 100 per cent., 
before you take it out of this custom 
house." He pays that tax 
because 
otherwise he could not get his goods out 
of the custom house. 
He sells them to 
merchants, and of course he jjuts in the 
tax in the price that he charges the 
merchant for otherwise he could not 
carry on his importations « single day. 
The merchant of New York sells to the 
retail merchant of Fort Wayne, and the 
price is still in it, and the profits of the 
miporter are in it, and the profits of the 
wht)lesale merchant are in it, and then 
when the retail merchant hei'e sells it to 
you tliere are his profits in it too, and 
here is the tax and three merchants' 
profits in it before the goods are upon 
your back. 
[Applause.] 
You do not see it, but, my friends, 


Yoa ied it. There cannot be two or 
three hundred millions of dollars taken 
from the people of the United States in 
that way, and three or four times tiiat 
much taken from them for the benefit 
of p^teotive manufactures without their 
feeling it. 
It is just as certain as d e a ^ 
The tax. you feel on everything you 
wear, or almost everything, from the 
crown of your heads to the soles of your 
feet; on everything that your wife and 
children wear; on eve^ implement, 
nearly, that you employ in your indus- 
try; on every house tiiat you buUd, on 
every bam that you put up, on every 
fence that you make you feel this tax. 
And it is not a tax upon property, but 
it is a tax upon consumption. 
It is the 
man that consumes the article who in 
the end pays the tax, and therefore, it is 
that a poor man may chance to pay far 
more than the richest man in the land. 
[Applause] You take a good common, 
honest democrat who has fulfilled the 
commands of the scriptures and taken 
to him a good wife and has a family of 
children and is compelled to purchase 
for them the commodities tlwt they 
must have in order to live and the tax 
that he pays is four times as much or five 
times as much as that of a crusty, rich 
old bachelor who is worth millions of 
dollars and is of no use to society or any- 
body else. 
[Applause.] 


Now, such a system as this could not 
possibly prevail in the country unless 
there was some humbugging of the peo- 
ple, and consequently the repubhcan 
speakers seem to me this year to be 
more audacious, more daring in their 
representations than I ever ^ e w them 
before, although I have thought, in a 
long experience, that they had gone just 
as far as human audacity could go. 
[Applause.] They say that we are all 
free traders. 
Wliat do they mean by 
free traders? There is no such thing as 
free trade in this country. 
We have 
thirty-eight states and I believe ten ter- 
ritories—ain't 
it—turning to a gentle- 
man on the stage—one of whom replied 
nine. 
Nine, and the District of Colum- 
bia makes ten. 
[A gentleman—You are 
always right.] Yes, I am as near right 
as Blaine in his statistics. 
[Applause.] 
We have thirty-eight states, nine terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia, and 
between those states and those territor- 
ies there is absolute free trade—absolute 
free trade. 
I can recollect when all my 
shoes were made by the village cobbler, 
who lived close by, and a very clever 
old fellow he was. 
I remember that, 
when all the horse shoes that were used 
in shoeing my father's 
horses were 
made by the village blacksmith. 
I can 
recollect when all the axes that the far- 
mer used in cutting down the forest were 
also made by the blacksmith of the vil- 
lage. 
And so I might go on to the end 
of the chapter. 
It is not so now. 
You 
get your shoes, the most of them from 
Lynn, in the state of Massachusetts. 
They come here to Fort Wayne. 
They 
pay no taxes when they come here, not 
the least bit of it in the world. 
You get 
your horse-shoes and horse shoe nails 
from some great factory in the east. 
They pay no taxes here, they pay no 
taxes to the state of Indiana. 
You get 
them. 
There is absolute free trade. 
Do we propose that with regard to goods 
brought from abroad? No such thing. 
We never have proposed it and don't 
propose it now. 
And yet with the Mills 
bill the average duties levied 
by it 
are over 42 i)er cent., and in many re- 
spects are 43, 44 and 45 per cent., they 
say that we are free traders and that the 
countiy is going lo be ruined by free 
trade. 
It is very much like Brete 
Harte's story of the "Heathen Chinee," 
when Bill Nye said we are ruined by 
Chinese cheap labor, because he had 
caught 
the Chinese 
cheating at 
a 
little game of cards. 
[Laughter.] That 
is a siin})le absurdity. 
But that is not 
mut;h more, not any more absurd than 
some of their ofclier propositions. 
They 
say that this countiy is made rich by 
these hiifh proteittive duties, as if it 
were pot^sihle to make a people rich by 
taking oui DI' tlieir pockets more money 
r;i;ai 
has iiny necessity 


r 
> 
, uiu't that a nice way to make 
;e<;i 
. li. 
[Applause.] . They say 
it is for the benefit of the laboring man, 
as though a laboring man's condition 
could be benefitted by taxing him on 
eveiything he wears, on everything his 
family wears, and every implement of 
his industiy, upon the lumber that 
builds his modest home and makes a 
fence around it; as if he could be bene 
fitted by such a tax as that. [Applause.] 
And they say that we are enemies of 
the laboringman, and that it is for the 
benefit of the laboringman that they 
want a high protective tariff. 
When I 
was a boy Heniy Clay was called the 
father of the American system, this 
tariff system. Henry Clay did not make 
such argument as that. 
He said that 
this protection, as it is called, was to en- 
courage the industries of the country, 
to give them a start so that when they 
got a fair start they might compete with 
the importations from abroad, and the 
result would be the cheapening of the 
products used by the people of America. 
It was all infant industrj' then. 
Well, 
Clay lived long enough to see that that 
infant Jiad grown to te a man and it was 
time to stoj) feeding him with the money 
of the people. 
[Applause. ] 
It is forty 
odd years since the infant came of age. 
He has been entitled to vote forty years 
and I think myself that it is time for 
him to sliuffle for liimself. 
[Applause.] 
In the next place they say that we are 
the enemies of the manufacturers. Ene- 
mies of manufaciturers? How can we be 
enemies of the manufacturers!' 
No man 
ever in this world advocated American 
manufactures more earnestly, but with 
good stuise in his earnestness, than did 
Tlumias Jeffei-son. 
You know 
tliat.

have seen an article written by a man 
who is the governor of a state, whom 
providence in its wisdom, which is past 
the comprehension of man, saw fit to in- 
flict upon a great state as their governor.

He pays for their transpor- 
tation and insurance, and when he gets 
here, he pays the duty which this gov- 
ernment levies. 
Now I will leave it to 
you if that man does not get the amount 
of that duty in the price for which he 
sells to the American, 
whether he 
would not be a broken man in twenty- 
foui- hours. 
You know it must be so. 
And then the merchant, as I have said 
to you before, puts the price in when he 
sells to the retail merchant, and the re- 
tail merchant when he sells to the con- 
sumer.

A terrible accident, and one that cas 
sod gloom upon the political demon 


stratum of yesterday, happened, las 
evening, at 030 o'clock, just before the 
commencement of the evening parade 
The large piano moving wagon of the 
Byan Brothers was standing on Clinton 
street, near the fire engine house, loadet 
with fireworks for the pyrotechnical dis 
play.

scorching, but Smith and Bouse were 
less fortunate. Both men were standing 
ai the front part of the wagou and whcii 
Jie explosions began found themselves 
Jut off from 
escape. The 
extreme 


icight of the wagon sides—about six 
:eet—penned 
them into a veritable 


furnace. Smith, with greater presence 
of mind, or better luck, than his com- 
Janion dashed through the flames and 
ell into the street terribly burned about 
the face and hands. 


Mr. Bouse attempted to escape but 


ell into the fire, and after being liter- 
ally roasted, was rescued by some of his 
companions. He presented a fearful 
sight with his entire body burned to a 
(lister, his hair singed, and the flesh on 
us hands and lower limbs shriveled and 
>lockened by the intense heat. He was 
aken to the City hospital, and died at 
:15 tills morning. He has a family, 
nd lives at No. 34 North Coss street. 
Both men had a host of friends in the 


city, and the sympathies of every one are 
with the bereaved family of Mr. Bouse, 
who will be provided for by the demo- 
cratic committee. 


As an indication of the popular regard 


in which Mr. Smith is held it may be 
remarked that Mr. Hermann Berghott, 
upon learning of the accident, at once 
Irew his check in favor of the victim 
while Dink Trentman, a life-long friend, 
Kirrendered a $60 note, and left instruc- 
ions to draw on him for $100 more if 
t was necessary.

And in 
tho second place I have to say that he 
stands upon a platform Uiat commends

Well, then, that wrong was 
going on, it was increasing, until really, 
if it had not been stopped—it would not 
have been stopped if that brave man 
Cleveland had not compelled congress 
to consider it—[Cheers]—no one can 
foresee what would have been the con- 
dition of tliis country in a short 
time; for, my friends, if that money 
which the people need in their business, 
if that money with which the business 
of this country must be carried on, with 
which your manufactories 
must be 


worked, with which your crops must be 
cultivated and gathered and taken to 
market, if that currency is simply buried 
in the vaults of the treasury department, 
it is a realization of what we ore told in 
the scripture of the foolish man who 
buried his talent in the earth instead of 
making it useful. [Applause.] 


Now Cleveland stands on a platform 


which condemns such a policy as that. 
The democratic party stands on- a plat- 
form that says, "Do not take from the 
people more money than the govern- 
ment needs. Do not bury the money 
wrested from the people by power and 
which 
can 
do 
no 
good 
either 


to 
them 
or 
the 
government." 


And how shall this be done? Why, 
there are several ways in which this sur- 
plus can be reduced. General Harrison 
tliinks it can be best reduced, if I uii-- 
derstaud 
his 
position, 
and if 
I 


misrepresent it 
I shall be ready 


to apologize, that the way to reduce it is 
to buy tho outstanding bonds of the 
government which are already at a pre- 
mium of 28 or 29 per cent. 
Why, gen- 


tlemen, think of that for a moment. 
Who would be benefitted by that? Who 
would l>e Iwnefitted by a course of pro- 
cedure like that!. 


If I were disposed to create feeling 


ou your part, feeling of antagonism to 
men who hold those bonds, I might have 
a little piece of history to refer to that 
would stir your blood. You remember 
very well that the 5-20 bonds were pur- 
clinsed with greenbacks when green- 
backs were worth but 50 or 60 or at 
most 70 cents on the dollar. You remem- 
ber that those bonds were converted into 
these 4 per cents, and you remember 
perfectly well that the first act of con- 
gress under General Grant's adminis- 
tration was to make those bonds which 
wore payable according to the very faco 
or endorsement upon them payable in 
greenbacks, to make them payable in 
coin and you remember that tho effect 
of that was to send them up 30 and 40 per 
cent, in value. And you know that now 
they are worth 28 por cent, premium, 
wlnoh makes a profit to who originally 
purchased 
thorn 
at about 88 per 


cent. Yon know that. 
And vet the 


theory of the republican candidate for 
the presidency is that your money 
should be tokeu from your pockets 
wifihout necessity, these bonds not being 
due until 1891, and pour this immense 
premium into the pockets of the bond- 
holders of the country. 
Now, gentle- 


men, I am not going to play the dema- 
gague at all; I am not going to Buy a 
word against these men who hold these 
bonds, but I do say between them and 
the hard-working people of this coun- 
try I am on the side of the people. [Ap- 
plause.] I do not want to see your 
money token away from you to pay 
these immense premiums to men who do 
not need the money, but who have 
enough of it already. 
[Here Mr. Thur- 


nian took out IMR snuff box, alluding in 
a humorous way to his habit. 
The ap- 


pearance of his bandana was the signal 
Tor an outburst of applause.] 


Now that there is too much money 


collected from the people by the gov- 
ernment, that there is a surplus thut 
ought to be reduced, the republican 
party itself has admitted; at least its 
members of the senate of the United 
States have admitted it, for they have 
brought in a bill which they say will re- 
duce the annual income of the United 
States about 875,000,000. 
Well, then 


they admit that there is a surplus, and 
we say that it is an evil, and they by 
their admission that it ought to be re- 
duced, say that it is uu evil too. 
But 


when we come to the question , how it 
ought to be reduced, observe this, how- 
ever; these grave and reverend seignors, 
the republican senators of the United 
States, do not say as General Harrison 
did, spend it all in buying the bonds. 
They know very well that if the govern- 
ment were to announce its purpose of 
' 
ring up all the 4J and 4 per cents. 


_ U away that the premium on those 


bonds would go up to 60 or 60—that is 
on the 4 per cento. [Applause.] It, in- 
deed, there could be found anybody 
holding those bonds to any considerable 
extent who would sell them to the gov- 
ernment at all, and therefore they do 
not say, "let us collect this money from 
the people, and let us pay it all out in 
the purchase of bonds." 
No, they say 


as the democrats say, "let ns reduce the 
income of the government so that there 
may be no further accumulation of this 
surplus." 
Bat when we come to con- 


sider their mode of reducing the income, 
and 
compare it 
with 
our mode 


of 
doing 
it, 
that 
mode which 


we 
prefer and 
that 
mode which 


they prefer, you find this most strik- 
ing 
contradiction 
between 
the 


modes: We propose to reduce the in- 
come by reducing the taxes on the nec- 
essaries of life. [Applause.] They pro- 
pose to increase the taxes ou the necessa- 
ries of life aud reduce the income by 
taking off the taxes from tobacco nnd 
whisky to a great extent, and in one in- 
stance from a necessary of life, from su- 
gar. 
Now, we say, give to the laboring 


men of this country cheap and good 
clothing. 
Give to them cheap tools for 


their occupation. 
Give to them cheap 


lumber to build their bouses, their 
shop, their out-houses, their bams and 
their fences. Give them cheap lumber. 
The republican party says: "No; in- 
crease the duty as our bill proposes to 
do, on the clothes that the poor man 
wears, on the clothes that his wife and 
children wear. 
Keep up the duty on 


his implements of industry, keep the 
duty on his lumber or at least make a 
trivial reduction, comparatively, in it, 
and thereby make the burden of taxa- 
tion fall upon him. 
IA voice, "I say, 


no."] [-'Yen, and so do I."] Now them 
is where we stand. 
We say, it is hard 


enough that the taxes have. to be col- 
lected by means of a tariff. 
We do not 


profess, we do not pretend to abolish all 
custom houses and all tariff duties. We 
know that it is a very cosy way to col- 
lect taxes and we know that it had IKMSII 
followed so long, and so many indus- 
tries have sprung up, that it would lx>. 
bad policy for our industries to abolish 
it at once. 
We know that and thinv- 


fore when they say you are free ti-.ulur*, 
if they know what free trade im-.>m<, 
they make an accusation ii{{ainr>t u.s vlmj 
has no foundation in fact. 


But yet we do not shut our eyes to 


the fact that the mode of collecting the 
revenue by the tariff is oppressive to the 
poor. 
When the taxei arc collected for 


the use of your goodly state of Indiana, 
for your county of Allen, for your mu- 
nicipality of Fort Wayne, you know 
how it is levied upon the property of 
the community. 
You know exactly 


what you have listed, what you have to 
give to the assessor. 
You know exactly 


upon what you have to pay taxes. You 
know exactly the amount of taxes you 
have to pay, and the tax is levied upon 
the property of the hind according to the 
time honored theory that the property 
of a country ought to pay the burden of 
taxation. 
But when the tax comes in 


the shape, in the insiduous shape of a 
tariff duty how do you pay it? 
You see 


no man clothed in authority from the 
United States who comes and asks you 
for 
a 
tax 
list 
and 
demands 


so much money. No one of you have 
ever had a tax receipt from a collector 
of custom in tho United States, unless 
he were some man who imported goods 
into the United States, and I do not 
suppose there is one such man within 
the sound of my voice. You -1o not pay 
it in that way at all, but you pay it in 
the increased price that you give for 
everything that has paid a duty and for 
a multitude of tilings that have not paid 
a duly, but the price of which has been 
raised by the domestic producer, as he 
is enabled to do on account of the duty 
that is paid upon the imported goods. 
[Applause.] The importer brings the 
goods into this country for sale. He is 
met at the custom house by the officers 
of the federal government, who say to 
him, "Sir, pay a tax on these goods 
which you arc bringing here, on some 
of 40, 50, or it may bo 100 per cent, 
before yon take it out of this custom 
house." He pays' that tax because 
otherwise he could not got his goods out 
of the custom house. He Bolls thorn to 
merchants, and of course he pute in the 
tax in tho price that he charges tho 
merchant for otherwise ho could not 
carry on his importations a single day. 
Tho merchant of Now York soils to tho 
retail merchant of Fort Wayne, and tho 
price is still in it, and tho profits of the 
importer arc in it, and the profits of the 
wholesale merchant arc in it, and then 
when tho retail merchant hero soils it to 
you there are his profits in it too, and 
thoro is tho tax nnd throe merchants' 
profits in it before tho goods arc upon 
your back. [Applause.] 


You do not sec it, but, my friends, 


yon feel it. There cannot be two or 
three hundred millions of dollars taken 
from the people of the United States in 
that wuy, and three or four times that 
much taken from them for the benefit 
of protective manufactures without their 
feeling it. It is just as certain as death. 
The tax, you feel on everything yon 
wear, or almost everything, from the 
crown of your heads to the soles of your 
feet; ou everything that your wife and 
children wear; on every implement, 
nearly, that you employ in your indus- 
try; on every house that you build, on 
every burn that you put up, on every 
fence thut you make yon feel this tax, 
ATM! it is not a tax upon property, but 
it is a tax upon consumption. It is the 
man that consumes the article who in 
the end pays the tax, and therefore, it is 
that a poor man may chance to pay far 
more than the richest man in the land. 
Applause] You take a good common, 
honest democrat who has fulfilled the 
commands of the scriptutes aud taken 
to him a good wife and has a family of 
children and is compelled to purchase 
for them the commodities that they 
must have in order to hive and the tax 
that he pays is four times as much or five 
times us much as that of a crusty, rich 
old bachelor who is worth millions of 
dollars and is of no nee to society or any- 
body else. [Applause.] 


Now, such a system as this could not 


possibly prevail in the country unless 
there was some humbugging of the peo- 
ple, and consequently the republican 
speakers seem to me this year to be 
more audacious, more daring in their 
representations than I ever knew them 
before, although I have thought, in, a 
long experience, that thejr had gone just 
as far as human audacity could go. 
Applause.] They say that we are all 
Eree traders. 
What do they mean by 


free traders? There is no such thing as 
free trade in this country. 
We nave 


thirty-eight states and I believe ten ter- 
ritories—ain't it—turning to a gentle- 
man on the stage—one of whom replied 
nine. Nine, and the District of Colum- 
bia makes ten. [A gentleman—Yon are 
always right.] Yes, I am as near right 
as Bhune in his statistics. 
[Applause.] 


We have thirty-eight states, nine terri- 
tories aud the District of Columbia, and 
between those states and those territor- 
ies there is absolute free trade—absolute 
free trade. I can recollect when all my 
shoes were made by the village cobbler, 
who lived close by, and a very clever 
old fellow he was. 
I remember that, 


when all the horse shoes that were used 
in shoeing my father's horses were 
made by the village blacksmith. 
I can 


recollect when all the axes that the far- 
mer used in nutting down the forest were 
also made by the blacksmith of the vil- 
lage. And so I might go on to the end 
of the chapter. It is not so now. You 
get your shoes, the most of thorn from 
Lynn, in the state of MMsachnsettB. 
They come here to Fort Wayne. 
They 


pay no taxes when they come here, not 
the least bit of it in the world. You get 
your horse-shoes and horse oboe nub 
from some great factory in the east. 
They pay no taxes here, they pay no 
taxes to the state of Indiana. 
You get 


them. 
There is Absolute free trade. 


Do we propose that with regard to goods 
brought from abroad? No such thing. 
We never have proposed it and dourt 
propose it now. Ana yet with the Mills 
bill the . average duties levied by it 
are over 42 per cent, and in many re- 
spectft are 43, 44 and 46 per cent., they 
»ay that we are free traders and that the 
country is going lo be ruined by free 
trade. 
It is very much like Brete 


Harto's story of the "Heathen Ghlnne," 
when Bill Nye snid we are ruined by 
Chinese cheap labor, because he had 
caught the Chinese 
cheating at a 


little game of cards. [Laughter.] That 
is a simple absurdity. But that is not 
much more, not uny more absurd than 
some of their other propositions. They 
say that this country is made rich by 
these high protective duties, as if it 
were possible to make a people rich by 
taking out of their ixwkets more money 
hliim tiiu government has uny necessity 
for. Nmv, olu'c that a nice way to make 
j;eo;. iu i i-.-h. 
[Applause.] /. They say 


it is for the benefit of the laboring man, 
as though a laboring man's condition 
could be bencfltted by taxing him on 
everything he wears, on everything his 
family wears, and every implement of 
his industry, upon the lumber that 
builds his modest home and makes a 
fence around it; as if he could be bene 
fitted by such a tax us that [Applause. 1 


And they say that we are enemies of 


the laboringmon, and that it is for the 
benefit of the laboringman that they 
wont a high protective tariff. 
When I 


was a boy Henry Clay was called the 
father of the American system, this 
tariff system. Henry Clay did not make 
such argument as that. 
He said that 


this protection, as it is called, was to en- 
courage the industries of the country, 
to give them a start so that when they 
got a fair start they might compete with 
the importations from abroad, and the 
result would be the cheapening of the 
products used by the people of America. 
It was all infant industry then. 
Well, 


Clay lived long enough to see that that 
infant jiad grown to be a man and it was 
time to stop feeding him with the money 
of the people. [Applause.] 
It is forty 


odd years since the infant came of age. 
He has been entitled to vote forty years 
and I think myself that it is time for 
him to shuffle for liimself. 
[Applaui 


In the next place they say that we are 


the enemies of the manufacturers. Ene- 
mies of manufacturers? How can we be 
enemies of the manufacturers? No man 
ever in this world advocated American 
manufactures more earnestly, but with 
good sense in his earnestness, than did 
Thomas Jefferson. 
You know that, 
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[Taming again to those on the stage.] 
Manufacturers? 
Why, we are just as 


.oh interested in manufacturers aa 


they are. • Here is this beautiful city of 
Fort Wayne, which is a great manufac- 
turing city, and which I admire because 
'it is. 


Well, there is one thing a little more 


impudent than that, and that is this. I 
have seen an article written by a man 
who is the governor of a state, whom 
providence in its wisdom, which is past 
the comprehension of man, saw fit to in- 
flict upon a great state as their governor. 
[Applause.] And that man asserted in 
a written paper published, that thin 
tariff was paid by the foreigner who 
sends the goods here. [Laughter.[ And 
it is a common thing to hear them get 
np and try to excite the people and say, 
'*why shall not Americans have the 
American market, and shall foreigners 
be allowed to send goods here and sell 
ffiem without paying a tax for the privi- 
lege of so doing?" Why, my friends, 
there never was anything more com- 
pletely fallacious than that. 
Why how 


can it be that this foreigner pays tne 
taxes. He brings goods here. He 
bought them some place in Europe. He 
paid for them the price which they cost 
at the place he bought them. He brings' 
them hero. Ho pays for their transpor- 
tation and insurance, and when he gets 
here, he pays the duty which this gov- 
ernment levies. 
Now I will leave it to 


yon if that man doss not get the amount 
of that duty in the price for which he 
sells to the American, 
whether he 


would not be a broken man in twenty- 
four hours. 
Yon know it must be so. 


Aud then the merchant, as I have said 
to you before, puts the price in when he 
sells to the retail merchant, and the re- 
tail merchant when he sells to the con 
sumer. 


When men get embarked in a bad 


cause, when they get embarked in a des- 
perate cause, when they see in the sky 
the handwriting that they have been 
weighed in the balance and are fonnd 
wanting, there are few things that 
they won't resort to in order to get pow- 
er. [Applause.] 


My friends, I want to express to you 


my tnanks for the attention yon have 
paid me. I want to tell vou how much 
pleasure I have had in this visit to your 
goodly state, and nowhere more so than 
in this goodly city of Fort Wayne. [Ap- 
plause.] As long as I shall live, what- 
ever may be the result of the election or 
my fate, I shall bear with me to my 
grave a grateful sense of the kindness of 
the people of-Indiana. [Long continued 
applause.]
